“In view of the critical oil situ­ 
ation and establishment of a policy 
by Great Britain to 
absorb the oil 
of the 
world, both in the 
United 
States and out, if possible, our gov­ 
ernment as a means of n atural pro­ 
tection should take a positive stand 
in Mexico and see that American in­ 
terests are protected in the most em­ 
phatic and conclusive way,” Phelan 
declared. 
“Jap an is buying claims of dis­ 
couraged Americans in Mexico who 
do not hope for any protection.

soon as this government vigorously 
takes 
an 
interest 
in

matter, 
Americans in Mexico will be given 
renewed encouragement and the Unit­ 
ed States will be able to make up 
I deficits in its oil supply.

By United Press 
Indianapolis, July 30— Suffragists1 
of Indiana were 
wondering 
today 
whether they will be successful in 
their efforts to convene the legislat­ 
ure iii special session to ratify the 
suffrage amendment to the federal 
constitution. 
Some expressed doubt 
in view of the statement of Governor 
Goodrich that a session now is not 
necessary for the appropriation of 
money for state institutions. 
The governor’s statement followed 
flu opinion from the attorney gener­ 
al th at appropriations for the next 
fiscal year may be utilized for meet­ 
ing deficits of the current vent* in the 
costs of maintenance. 
The opinion 
means Indiana’s institutions can re ­ 
plenish their larders and clothe the 
inmates properly without awaiting a 
session. 
The suffragists today considered 
their salvation lies in the hope that 
members of the general assembly will 
pledge themselves to cast a limited 
number of votes in case they are 
convened. 
This, they say, would pre­

Chicago, July 30— Fourteen hun­ 
dred additional militiamen were or­ 
dered to Chicago early today to a s­ 
sist the 4,200 troops already under 
arms here in quelling race riots th at 
have claimed twenty-five deaths in 
the last thirty-six hours. 
A djutant 
General Dixon asserted he believes 
the occasion will not demand use of 
the troops in fighting. 
Two were killed during the night* 
one of them, a negro boy, was a t­ 
tacked while riding a bicycle. 
Ile 
was stabbed, shot more a dozen times 
and died after police rescued him 
from a burning stake. 
Kerosene had 
been poured on his clothes. 
The* 
other death was that of a negro man 
who, police say, shot and wounded a 
patrolman. 
All the m ajor clashes were con­ 
fined to the black belt. 
Sixteen po­ 
licemen were shot and some of them 
seriously wounded while performing 
their duty in the negro district. 
Ten 
whites and fifteen negroes 
were officially reported by the police 
to have been killed. 
About midnight the torch and the 
knife joined the 
gun in adding ter­ 
ror to the black district. 
Dozens of 
fire- of incendiary origin occurred 
in sections 
populated 
by negroes. 
Bullets and bricks 
met 
police and 
firemen in several attem pts to a n ­ 
swer fire alarms. 
W herever negroes 
were seen 
in 
the loop district or in the black belt, 
they were chased and seized by mobs 
of whites. 
One 
negTo 
youth, ju s t 
returned from the 
Canadian arm y 
and wearing two wound stripes was 
beaten and 
left 
insensible 
in tho 
downtown section. 
He was taken to 
a hospital by police. 
Police Chief Garrity 
and M ayor 
William II. Thompson believed today 
the crisis in the riots, which began 
Monday night after negro 
bathers 
had been stoned away from a beach 
usually 
occupied 
by whites, 
has 
passed. 
Garrity declared he 
will not ask 
use of the troops placed at his dis­ 
posal until absolutely necessary. The 
situation is calm, he said, and police 
ave perfect control. 
Downtown streets amb throughout 
the black belt there was a calm to- 
ay. 
Occasional outbreaks still oc­ 
urred, such as shots from behind 
orners and from hidden doorways. 
Mo.-t of 
the 
negroes 
kept within 
their houses, however, and none a t 
ill w’cre seen on 
the 
streets in the 
cop district. 
The negro 
section was patrolled 
by police 
who 
had 
instituted the 
zone system. 
One captain and fifty 
lolicemen were 
stationed 
in 
each 
zone, consisting of an area of about 
ten blocks. 
Snipers were at work through the 
district wdiere most 
of the 
rioting 
occurred. 
Following 
shooting 
of 
oliceman Ralph Cheney and Jere­ 
miah M urray by snipers’ bullets, po­ 
me raided a house occupied by John 
Dixon, negro. 
Dixon w as arrested 
after five rifles and considerable am ­ 
munition was found in his room-. 
Governor Lowden remained on the 
job. 
During the day he was to have 
conferences with A djutant General 
Dickson, Chief Garrity and Mayor 
Thompson. 
He 
declared 
that 
if 
troops are needed he 
wall put into 
action every available man. 
“The soldiers will be sent into the 
zone, full-fistedly and ready for ac-

Hays, 
chairman of the Republican National

The covenant of the 
league i> but the flesh of an entity 
that already existed in spirit, ami 
which the great majority of thinking 
and forw ardlooking men all over 
the world realize must he noitrishc< 
and su>ta md. 
Nor is this statement 
of Mr. Hays in any sense antagonist­ 
ic to tile league or to the covenant of 
the league. 
In insists, it is true, upon certain 
reservations, but bv the mere sta te ­ 
ment of these reservations it is plain­ 
ly implied that if they are made the 
covenant is acceptable. 
Not one of 
the*e reservations 
would 
alter 
a 
single line of the provisions of the 
covenant creating the essential m a­ 
chinery of the league or of those es­ 
tablishing the forms and methods of 
procedure for the settlement of inter­ 
national disputes. 
They seek solely 
to insure to the United States the 
largest possible freedom of action 
within the league, to make sure its 
sovereignty, to make the Monroe doc­ 
trine unquestionably safe, to assert 
the supremacy of our Constitution, 
and to make our right to withdraw 
from the league upon suitable notice 
unqualified. 
With the exception of one of the 
alternatives as to Article X not one 
of these reservations, as outlined by 
Mr. Hays, would materially change 
the meaning or intent of any article 
of the covenant. 
We believe that 
article 19 i* vital, for the present at 
least, and we do not think the other 
nations would consent to its elimi­ 
nation, hut the modification suggested 
does not seem to offer any insuper­ 
able difficulties, particularly in view 
of the fact that the provision of that 
article in regard to the advice of the 
Council, implies a certain elasticity 
in the manner of fulfilling the obli­ 
gation. 
It is believed by many authorities 
that the Monroe doctrine and control 
of domestic imlicies are fully safe­ 
guarded in the present text of the 
covenant, but it may save us future 
trouble, and a t any rate cab do rn 
harm, to make assurance sure.

plagued several nations during the 
war until they learned that the "as 
usual” didn’t fit with war. 
With Germany at present, it is a 
struggle between many conflicting ele­ 
ments not the least of which are de­ 
creased raw materials, rolling stock, 
markets—and an impaired labor sup­ 
ply due to war conditions, lowered 
food, and industrial unrest. , 
But while the government has been 
wrestling with Spartacus and near- 
Spartacus troubles; with strikes; po­ 
litical agitation J new constit utions 
and so on, German business men have 
been casting about to get back to 
work and trade. 
The first concrete evidence of this 
bas inst come to light with the re­ 
port that a business men’s commis­ 
sion has been making a three weeks’ 
investigation in Russia with a view 
to finding an outlet for German pro­ 
ducts in that war-wearied land. 
While much of Russia is in chaos, 
the business men were reported to 
feel that there is a favorable outlook 
for them hi that country. 
Germany has considerable machin­ 
ery which she can export. 
One big 
electrical supply house, according to 
information, has sufficient products 
on hand for nearly a year to come. 
In til is field, Germany has been going 
onward, and will soon Le tin the 
market to business with other na 
lions. 
Before the war, she could ex* 
port many articles to foreign market 
and undersell home products.

I robablv will be rather more difficult 
hereafter, because of limitation of 
coal and raw materials, .and a con­ 
stantly increasing eo-t of labor due 
to constantly recurring strikes and a 
constant growth of the socialization 
process.

More 
than 5,000 chemists are now at work 
within two hundred miles of this city 
and thousands more are in Illinois, 
Ohio and other states only a few 
hours journey from hero.
